Dear Ms. Strickland: 


You have been referred to me as someone who can assist me 
in filling in some gaps in the geological research that I am 
doing on my great great grandfather, Samuel D. Apperson. I have 
already visited the Jackson County Library and have obtained 
some information during my short visit. As a base of 
background, Samuel D. Apperson was born in Autauga County, 
Alabama, in approximately 1841 and after the Civil War took a 
job with the railroad and lived at various times in Mobile, 
Alabama and Scranton, Mississippi and New Orleans, Louisiana. I 
am enclosing copies of the city directories from these cities 
that trace his location over the years. Of interest to me is 
the period of time that he spent at Scranton. Specifically, he 
is listed in the 1880 census as living with his wife Harriet 
Elizabeth and his two children John and Edna Sarah. In 1878 one 
of his children died and his death was reported in the local 
newspaper, copy attached. He subsequently moved to New Orleans 
and lived there during the period of 1882-1883. He may have 
moved back to Scranton or Mobile, but ultimately died in New 
Orleans. His widow subsequently remarried in 1886. 


I would appreciate your reviewing the attached information 
and any help you can give filling in any of the gaps as they 
relate to the time that he lived in Jackson County would be 
appreciated. Please bill me for whatever time is necessary and 
I will be glad to forward my check to you. If you have any 
guestions or need further clarification, please do not hesitate 
to contact me at (504) 838-8177 evenings or (504) 364-2767 days. 
I hope that the information enclosed is not too sketchy, but 
does allow you to uncover additional information. To my 
knowledge, only two of his children lived but I am not totally 
certain of that. I understand that he may have owned property in 
either Scranton or Moss Point but that is only hearsay.
